ANNUAL  REPORT  1981 

At  the  close  of  the  1 98 1  operating  year  as  we  look  back  through  operational  records,  the 
treatment  plant  staff  is  pleased  to  announce  that  this  has  been  the  most  cost  effective  year  the 
facility  has  ever  operated  under. 

Energy  conservation,  along  with  improving  operational  cost  control  has  been  more  of  a 
challenge  to  the  operators  than  just  a  job. 

In  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Pollution  Control  Association  Energy  Conservation 
Contest  for  steps  and  changes  made  to  conserve  energy  cost,  the  Somersworth  Wastewater 
Treatment  Plant  took  first  prize  over  the  many  plants  that  competed  all  over  the  State. 

In  operations,  the  facility  used  33.3%  less  process  chemicals,  10%  less  KWH  for  energy 
requirement  and  51%  less  heating  oil  than  in  the  past  year  making  the  heating  system  for 
1981  84%)  wood  efficient. 

Even  with  all  these  operational  changes  made  to  accomplish  a  savings,  the  plant 
performance  record  has  not  suffered.  The  1981  yearly  average  shows  a  90.5%  pollutants 
removal.  Federal  and  State  requirements  are  85%  removal.

Also,  to  cut  cost  in  sludge  handling,  a  new  15  year  roll  on,  roll  off  container  and  hoist 
was  purchased  and  mounted  on  the  1980  refuse  packer  which  was  tranferred  from  the 
Highway  Department.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

—  1981  — 

The  Commissioners  and  Staff  of  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  are  happy  to 
present  to  the  Mayor,  City  Council  and  the  Community  a  periodic  narrative  account  of  its 
varied  actions,  activities  and  aspirations  in  the  area  of  Assisted  Housing,  Social  Services, 
and  Community  Development. 

This  report  covers  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority's  January  -  December  31,  1981 
fiscal  year.  Other  activities  are  also  reported  through  the  media  as  necessary. 

The  year  was  one  of  frustration,  delay,  budget  cuts  due  to  Reaganonics,  which 
impacted  federal  and  state  programs,  a  period  which  generally  kept  Program  Directors  and 
others  on  a  proverbial  fiscal  see-saw. 

These  uncertainties  —  especially  in  federally-aided  HUD  programs,  Title  XX  Day  Care 
and  Nutrition  Programs  —  consumed  hours  of  staff  time  at  defending  and /or  revising 
programs,  combating  budget  and  subsidy  cuts  as  a  result  of  under-funding  by  percentage 
cuts  the  levels  of  program  funds  due  or  earned  by  Somersworth  Housing  Authority 
programs. 

1981  was  also  a  year  in  which  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  lost  its  founder, 
innovator,  "mountain  mover"  —  its  1961  Board  Chairman  and  subsequently  its  first 
Executive  Director,  Martin  J.  Flanagan,  who  passed  away  last  March  after  nearly  20  years 
of  service  to  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority. 

1981  also  saw  a  veteran  member  of  the  Board  retire  to  Florida  after  years  of  service  to 
the  City  as  Mayor  and  subsequently  many  more  as  a  Commissioner  and  Chairman  of  the 
Authority.  The  departure  from  the  Somersworth  scene  of  Edward  S.  Charpentier  and  his 
wife  Edyth,  prompted  the  Board  to  preserve  his  name  in  the  community  by  naming  the 
45-unit  elderly  housing  project  on  the  site  of  the  old  St.  Martin's  Church/  School/ Convent/ 
Rectory  at  Franklin-Green  Streets  corner,  Edward  S.  Charpentier  Apartments. 

Succeeding  Mr.  Charpentier  as  a  Board  member  in  March  1981,  was  Mayor  George 
Bald's  new  appointee,  Robert  L.  Tanguay,  formerly  a  member  on  the  Planning  Board. 

On  the  Housing  front,  subsidized  housing  projects  on  the  drawing  boards  were 
virtually  the  "only  game  in  town." 

The  Coolidge/Cullinane  development  of  the  16-unit  low  income  family  housing 
Section  8  housing  project  (Smokey  Hollow  Common)  at  225  Main  Street,  from  old  Shorey 
Lane  to  Summer  Street,  was,  however,  "on  hold"  —  waiting  for  more  favorable  interest 
rates  on  state-guaranteed  mortgage  money  through  the  New  Hampshire  Finance  Authority, 
along  with  similar  Section  8  Housing  projects  throughout  the  state. 

The  proposed  St.  Martin's  project  —  the  45-unit  Public  Housing  Project  (NH  6-7)  for 
the  Elderly,  approved  for  development  by  the  City  last  April  1  (1980)  and  subsequently  by 
HUD  —  encountered  delays  for  countless  reasons.  The  Somersworth  Housing  Authority 
was  even  offered  the  opportunity  (after  already  acquiring  the  property)  —  to  forego  the 
project  in  lieu  of  extra  modernization  funds  for  its  two  existing  Public  Housing  Projects. 

On  the  Community  Development  front  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  has  acted 
as  authorized  agent  for  the  city  of  Somersworth  in  matters  relating  to  Community 
Development  since  1975.  In  that  time  it  has  received  $3,435,000.00  in  grants  from  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  and  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation 
for  Community  Development  Projects  throughout  the  City.  These  programs  are  under  the 
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supervision  of  Joseph  Couture  as  Director  of  Community  Development  for  the  SHA. 

In  1 975  the  Authority  received  $340,000  with  which  to  build  the  Forest  Glade  Park  area 
along  Maple  Street  Extension  and  Blackwater  Road. 

In  1 976  the  Authority  received  $  140,000  with  which  to  perform  sewer  extensions  along 
Maple  Street  Extension  and  provide  City-wide  housing  rehabilitation  services. 

In  1977  the  Authority  received  $255,000  for  the  Somersworth  Neighborhood 
Improvement  Project  which  acquired  and  demolished  five  buildings  on  which  a  site  was 
created  to  build  26  units  of  elderly  housing  under  the  Section  8  Housing  program,  that 
housing  project  is  now  known  as  Preservation  Park  and  includes  two  historically  significant 
structures  one,  the  Lehoullier  Block  which  is  on  the  National  Register  and  the  other  the 
Vezeau  house. 

In  1978  the  Authority  received  its  first  Comprehensive  Grant  for  a  three-year 
$1,200,000  project  for  the  Smokey  Hollow  area. 

In  1981  we  received  HUD  approval  for  our  second  three-year  Small  Cities  Community 
Development  Program  —  the  $1,500,000  Downtown  Hills  Project.  The  initial  year 
Community  Development  grant  was  $6,000,000. 

In  1 982  the  downtown  Hills  Community  Development  Project  in  its  second  year  of  the 
three-year  program,  will  concentrate  in  the  Market,  High,  Highland,  Grove,  Prospect  and 
Beacon  Streets  areas.  The  components  of  the  project  are  acquisition,  demolition,  relocation, 
rehabilitation,  and  site,  road,  and  sidewalk  improvements.  To  date,  we  have  acquired  six 
buildings  in  the  Market  Street  area,  and  relocated  its  tenants.  We  have  also  rehabilitated 
eight  private  properties  to  bring  these  structures  back  to  a  decent,  safe  and  sanitary 
condition  as  prescribed  by  the  Federal  Code. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  that  upon  completion  the  Market 
Street  area  will  become  an  attractive  and  welcome  invitation  to  the  City  for  all  who  cross  the 
Maine  border  into  New  Hampshire  at  that  point  in  contrast  to  the  bleak  and  dismal  picture 
it  wrongly  suggests  of  Somersworth.  Market  Street,  which  is  a  gateway  to  New  Hampshire 
should  have  a  pleasant  appearance  and  it  is  the  firm  intent  of  the  Authority  and  the  City  to 
see  that  it  has. 

In  fact  the  City  is  committed  to  revitalize  the  Market  Street  and  extended  areas  of  its 
downtown  to  supplement  Community  Development  activities  of  the  Authority.  The  City  is 
ready  to  invest  considerable  sums  of  City  funds  to  streetscape  its  gateway  from  Berwick  and 
points  north.  The  streetscape  work,  now  in  the  embryo  stage,  is  a  City  endeavor  to 
encourage  privately-financed  commercial  area  revitalization  efforts  as  well  as  CD- 
subsidized  residential  rehabilitation  work  and  related  public  improvements. 

While  the  basic  functions  of  the  Authority  are  in  the  areas  of  Assisted  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  as  offshoots  of  its  Urban  Renewal  Project  we  are  involved  in 
various  social  activities.  Some  of  these  are  covered  below. 

SOMERSWORTH  DAY  CARE  PROGRAM 
Janice  Patry,  Director 

The  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  has  acted  as  Grantee  for  the  Somersworth  Day 
Care  Porgram  since  its  inception  in  1974.  As  Grantee  the  Authority  acts  as  fiscal  agent 
between  the  Day  Care  Center  and  the  N. H.  Division  of  Welfare  through  which  the  program 
derives  its  funding.

The  Day  Care  Center  provides  a  comprehensive  program  in  child  care  and 
development.  Children  from  the  ages  of  three  and  fourteen  attend  the  Center  51  weeks  per 
year.  The  components  of  the  program  are  a  kindergarten  program  for  children  from  five 
years  of  age  to  prepare  them  for  first  grade.  We  also  operate  a  before  and  after  school 
program  for  older  children. 

The  Center  currently  enrolls  about  50  children  per  day.  The  N.H.  Division  of  Welfare 
funds  the  people  who  qualify  based  on  income  guidelines  established  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  Also,  private  clients  who  pay  the  full  fee  are  welcome  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
service. 

STRAFFORD  COUNTY  NUTRITION  SERVICES 

(MEALS  ON  WHEELS  AND  CONGREGATE  FEEDING) 

Kathy  Dubois,  Director 

The  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  has  acted  as  Grantee  for  the  Strafford  County 
Elderly  Meals  Program  since  its  beginning  in  1974.  The  program  consists  of  both  congregate 
dining  at  various  meal  sites  and  also  Meals  on  Wheels  services.  Funds  for  the  program  come 
from  the  New  Hampshire  State  Council  on  Aging  for  the  Congregate  Program  and  from  the 
N.H.  Division  of  Welfare  for  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Program. 

Currently  the  program  is  providing  meals  in  the  communities  of  Somersworth,  Dover, 
Rochester,  Farmington,  Milton  and  Rollinsford.  Meals  are  served  Monday  through  Friday 
beginning  at  11:30  A.M.  No  fees  are  charged  but  donations  towards  the  meals  are 
encouraged  and  accepted.  The  Congregate  Program  is  open  to  senior  citizens  aged  60  or 
over.  There  is  no  means  test  or  qualifications  other  than  the  age  qualification.  The  Meals  on 
Wheels  Program,  however,  is  served  to  persons  who  are  homebound  for  physical  or  mental 
incapabilities  and  who  also  meet  income  guidelines  established  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire 

Other  Involvement:  While  the  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  is  not  the  grantee  for 
the  Strafford  County  Head  Start  Program  directed  by  Laurie  Fitzgerald,  the  program  is 
headquartered  at  space  donated  by  the  Authority  in  the  Martin  J.  Flanagan  Community 
Center. 

This  indirect  involvement  does  provide  the  Head  Start  Program  with  In-Kind 
contributions  used  for  the  purposes  of  obtaining  program  funds.  Grantee  for  the  program  is 
Strafford  County  Community  Action  Agency,  which  also  meets  regularly  at  our  Center. 

Community  Centers:  The  Somersworth  Housing  Authority  owns  two  project 
community  centers  —  Filion  Terrace  on  Washington  Street  and  Martin  J.  Flanagan 
Community  Center  on  Bartlett  Avenue. 

Both  are  in  daily  use,  the  Washington  Street  hall  for  Nutrition  Programs, 
transportation,  cards,  recreation  and  senior-type  activities.  Flanagan  Center  is  used  by  the 
school  department  physical  education  programs  and  a  host  of  other  public  or  non-profit 
groups  and  activities.  Both  are  used  as  primary  and  election  voting  places  at  no  charge  to  the 
City. 

In  view  of  the  extensive  public  and  city  uses  being  made  of  the  Flanagan  Center 
facilities  and  also  the  fact  that  the  City  has  provided  a  sidewalk  part  way  along  the  Housing 
Project  frontage  on  Bartlett  Avenue  and  more  recently  added  more  sidewalking  from  Cass 
Street  on  Bartlett  Avenue  to  the  new  elementary  school  grounds  off  Maple  Street 
Extension,  our  long-standing  request  for  continuing  the  sidewalk  and  related  paving  by  the 
City  is  again  repeated.  A  sidewalk  request  from  the  Authority  has  been  included  for  Bartlett 
oooooooeoooooocoocooooooooccooooooooooooooooooooooooooooooocooec 
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Avenue  for  more  than  a  decade  in  communications  and  reports  to  the  City.  Perhaps  1 982  or 
1983  will  see  this  sidewalk  completed  by  the  City.

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1981  ANNUAL  REPORT  FROM  THE  RECREATION  DEPT.  TO 
THE  CITY  OF  SOMERSWORTH 

1981  WAS  TRADITIONALLY  SUCCESSFUL  FOR  THE  RECREATION  DE- 
PARTMENT PROGRAMS.  The  programs  were  well  utilized  by  some  350  children  and 
adults. 

Again  the  most  successful  program  was  indeed  the  Minor  League  Baseball  for  children 
between  the  ages  of  5  through  9  years  of  age.  This  program  serviced  some  ninety 
Somersworth  children  from  the  community.  All  children  were  placed  on  one  of  six  teams 
and  games  were  scheduled  on  every  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday.  Award 
patches  were  given  to  the  team  with  the  best  overall  season's  record. 

Arts  &  Crafts  were  very  successful  and  between  thirty  and  forty  children  took  part  in 
making  many  varieties  of  crafts  from  decoupage  wall  hanging  to  rainbow  jewelry.  This 
program  was  held  four  days  a  week  throughout  the  summer  program. 

Tennis  lessons  were  well  attended  this  year  with  some  seventy-five  children  taking 
instruction  four  days  a  week.  In  addition  to  instruction  this  year  we  joined  the  National 
Junior  Tennis  League  who  supplied  us  with  racquets  and  tennis  balls  along  with  T-shirts  for 
each  child  and  instructors.  This  was  so  well  received  that  it  will  become  a  continuing 
program  in  the  future. 

Adult  Tennis  Instruction  was  taken  by  83  adults  over  the  summer  months.  USTA  skills 
certificates  were  presented  to  all  who  participated  at  the  end  of  the  season  group  tournament 
along  with  trophies  to  the  winners  in  each  category. 

Tournaments  were  held  at  the  Forest  Glade  Park  Facility  every  three  weeks  during  the 
summer  season.  These  events  were  well  received  and  will  continue  in  the  future. 

1981  proved  successful  in  the  area  of  field  trips.  Seating  on  buses  was  filled  to  capacity 
for  various  outings  which  included  Canobie  Lake,  Weirs  Waterslide,  Aquaslide  in  Saco, 
Me.,  along  with  varied  beach  excursions.  Among  the  highlights  in  the  area  of  trips  were  a 
trip  to  the  Volvo  International  Tennis  Tournament  in  North  Conway,  N.H.  and  the  annual 
trip  to  Fenway  Park  to  see  the  Boston  Red  Sox. 

Every  Thursday  at  the  Noble  Pines  Playground,  the  staff  cooked  hot  dogs  for  children. 
This  proved  to  be  very  popular  with  the  children  who  seem  to  always  be  hungry. 

Somersworth  Recreation  Softball  Team  again  had  a  very  successful  season  and  were 
undefeated  throughout  the  summer  schedule.  The  team  was  comprised  of  staff  members. 

Swimming  lessons  were  given  a  new  look  with  the  instruction  being  given  at  the  new 
pool  at  The  Works.  Classes  were  filled  quickly  and  the  children  were  taken  to  and  from  the 
swimming  pool  with  the  Recreation  Dept.  truck.  Red  Cross  skill  level  certificates  were  given 
to  all  90  children  who  participated.  Lessons  were  held  every  day  from  9:00  a.m.  through 
11:30  a.m. 

The  Maple  St.  Forest  Glade  Park  area  was  the  scene  of  many  activities  all  through  the 
spring  and  summer  months.  There  were  tennis  tournaments  on  weekends,  baseball  games 
every  evening  and  Saturdays,  along  with  vending  at  the  concession  evenings  from  6:00  p.m. 
to  9:00  p.m.  This  concession  served  coffee,  soda,  ice  cream,  hot  dogs  and  candy  products  to 
the  public. 
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The  final  day  of  the  summer  program  the  annual  field  day  was  held  for  some  300 
children  with  our  holding  a  penny  carnival,  field  games,  ribbons  and  prizes.  The  day's  events 
were  ended  with  the  serving  of  drinks,  hot  dogs  and  ice  cream  to  all  of  the  participants.  All  of 
these  products  were  donated  through  the  kindness  of  local  organizations.

CHILDREN'S  FESTIVAL 

Thousands  of  red,  yellow  and  white  balloons  and  a  profusion  of  flowers  set  the  stage  for 
the  Somersworth  International  Children's  Festival.  The  Festival  was  created  to  celebrate 
children  and  the  rich  and  varied  ethnic  heritages  predominant  in  this  small  New  Hampshire 
City  of  10,000  people. 

This  one-day  event  focuses  on  entertainment  with  an  international  flavor,  outdoor 
cafes  and  vendors  offering  ethnic  foods,  crafts,  games  and  activities  for  children.

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Entertainment  is  staged  at  three  different  sites  in  the 
downtown  area.  Children's  theatre  features  clowns,  jug- 
gling, pantomine,  magic  and  plays  performed  by  children. 


Outdoor  international  cafes,  each  representing  the  Interspersed  among  the  staging  areas,  vendors  line 
cuisine  of  a  country,  serve  diners  seated  amongst  the  streets  offering  puppets,  dolls,  wooden  toys,  face 
rows  of  flower  boxes  painting,  origami  and  Chinese  frog  racing.

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THE  CHILDREN'S  ROLE 

Children  are  the  emphasis  of  the  Festival  and  they  are  encouraged  to  participate 
months  before  the  actual  day.  As  part  of  their  school  curriculum,  elementary  students  trace 
their  ethnic  heritages  and  work  on  various  art  and  literary  projects  which  are  displayed 
throughout  the  Festival  site.  Additionally  a  large  number  of  them  learn  ethnic  songs  and 
dances  and  take  part  in  games  and  plays  on  Festival  day.  One  of  the  major  contributions  of 
high  school  students  is  the  growing  of  hundreds  of  flowers  that  line  the  downtown  areas. 
Besides  the  schools,  groups  such  as  scouting  and  4-H  actively  involve  their  members  in 
ongoing  projects  as  part  of  the  Festival. 

The  enthusiasm  and  excitement  generated  from  the  festival  have  created  a  more  active, 
more  caring  and  more  involved  citizenry  with  a  renewed  pride  in  themselves  and  their  city. 


In  1981  a  300-mile  relay  race  was  run  from  Thetford 
Mines  to  Somersworth,  terminating  during  the 
opening  ceremonies  on  Festival  day. 


A  highlight  of  the  Festival,  signaling  the  opening  of 
the  day,  is  the  launching  of  a  thousand  helium-filled 
balloons  by  Somersworth  school  children.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  FESTIVAL 

Somersworth,  whose  economic  base  at  the  turn  of  the  century  was  rooted  in  textile 
mills  and  shoe  shops,  is  working  to  revitalize  its  downtown  area.  In  conjunction  with  the 
physical  uplifting  of  the  community,  city  leaders  felt  an  effort  should  be  made  to  revive  a 
more  positive  feeling  of  community  pride  and  spirit. 

Residents  of  Somersworth  believe  their  children  are  their  first  priority.  They  also 
exhibit  a  pride  in  their  ethnic  heritages  which  are  predominately  French-Canadian,  English, 
Irish  and  Greek.  Thus  the  Somersworth  International  Children's  Festival  was  born  as  a 
vehicle  to  establish  pride  in  the  community,  to  provide  a  positive  activity  for  children  and  to 
rediscover  ethnic  roots. 

The  Festival  is  a  non-profit  organization  which  receives  funding  from  both  government 
and  private  grants  and  donations  from  business,  industry  and  individuals.  A  large  part  of 
the  contributions  are  in  the  form  of  in-kind  services  and  materials. 

The  festival  is  governed  by  an  Advisory  Board  composed  of  Somersworth  residents 
who  make  decisions  concerning  the  development  and  implementation  of  the  Festival.  The 
Board  also  acts  as  the  recipient  and  disbursor  of  all  Festival  funds. 


Performers  in  the  dance  area  present  folk  dancing  native  to  various  countries  such  as  Ireland  and 
Greece,  plus  French  quadrilles  and  American  contra  dancing.
